Widening Interest* 
We might, moreover, in lp lids

Suppose you were In Pi-.e’s place. 
How would you feel? Don't you 
think you could help build up 
Pete so as to make hint feel more 
self-respecting, help him feel 
mon* comfortable among other 
youths? Don’t you suppose you 
could Induce hint to attend mi re 
of the school activities? Perhaps 
you might get him to go out for 
practice in one of the sports. 
Sometimes, no doubt, when you 
and your friends are together for 
fun. you may hear someone refer 
to Pete in order to cause a laugh, 
; thereby starling a chain of fun- 
making remarks about hint. I 
wonder lf it has occurred to you 
Itow much harm this practice can 
do, not only to Pete, but also to 
all who thus make fun of hint. 
Perhaps, next time Pcta’s name 
is brought up In ridicule, you may 
wish to say that you belie**- this 
is cheap fun being at the expense 
of another person. You might 
help the rest of your group to 
think of Pete as they never 
thought of hint before, to resolve
